1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

1. Claims 1-7 drawn to an immune privilege factornucleic acids, classified for 
example in class 530, subclass 300. 

II. Claims 8-1 9 drawn to a method for the inhibition of inflammation associated with 
disease, classified for example in class 514, subclass 2. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the process for using the 
peptides can be practiced with alternative nucleic acids or peptides and the products as 
claimed can be used alternatively in a method of treatment, a method of making 
antibodies, a method of screening compounds, and a method for detecting 
compositions.

pigmentosa, y) a complication and/or side-effect from transplantation surgery and z) 
treatment of Parkinson's disease. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
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prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 8, 12, 18 and19 are generic.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) of the other invention. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application.
